1. The Public Works Department shall approve all roadway, alley, and utility easement dedications, 

refuse collection and construction documents for driveways, storm water retention (maintain 
existing retention if size of addition remains under twenty-five percent of existing and value of 
improvement remains under fifty percent of existing value; otherwise provide 100 year on-site 
retention), street drainage, sewer and water utilities, and off-site improvements. 

 a. Off-site improvements to bring roadways to current standards include: 
(1) Water lines and fire hydrants 
(2) Sewer lines 
(3)  Storm drains 
(4) Roadway improvements including streetlights, curb, gutter, bikepath, sidewalk, bus 

shelter, and related amenities. 
b. Fees to be paid with the development of this project include: 
 (1) Water and sewer development fees, 
 (2) Water and/or sewer participation charges, 
 (3) Inspection and testing fees. 
c. All applicable off-site plans shall be approved prior to recordation of Subdivision and 

Condominium Plat. 
 d. Public improvements must be installed prior to final inspection.  Any phasing shall be 

approved by the Public Works Department. 
 f. All new on-site and adjacent off-site utility lines (other than transmission lines) shall be 

placed underground prior to final inspection for this development in accordance with the 
Code of the City of Tempe – Section 25.  Given the size of the addition (under twenty-five 
percent of the existing) and the value of the improvement (under fifty percent of the existing) 
public utilities and utility poles may remain overhead on the south side of the alley at the 
northern edge of this project.  Existing utilities described shall be placed underground if the 
size or value exceeds that described above.  Underground all utility extensions on site to the 
condominiums, whether existing or new.   

2. Place the Subdivision and Condominium Plat for Lincoln Park Condominiums into proper engineered 
format with appropriate signature blanks.  Process the Subdivision and Condominium Plat for

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approval through Tempe City Council.  Record the Subdivision and Condominium Plat with the 
Maricopa County Recorder’s Office through the Tempe Development Services Department on or 
before one year from date of City Council approval.  Failure to record the plan by February 1, 2008, 
shall make the Subdivision and Condominium Plat null and void.  If work is commenced prior to this 
time, a final inspection will not be signed off until this condition is fulfilled. 

3. In the Subdivision and Condominium Plat, make the following modifications beyond the general 
requirement to place the document into proper engineered format: 
a. Indicate how the lot corners that are being set are to be identified. 
b. Dimension all offsets in the horizontal regime. 
c. Indicate the uncovered parking spaces on the plan and note whether they are unassigned. 
d. The total number of parking spaces indicated on the plan is 54.  Provide 55 spaces as indicated. 

4. Provide a continuing care Condition, Covenant and Restriction (CC&R) for maintenance of all of the 
project’s common areas and facilities, including, but not limited to, security lighting, landscape and 
common building elements as well as rules such as placement of private resident roof mount 
equipment within screened areas.  Submit the CC&R’s for Administrative Review through the 
Development Services Department, place in a form satisfactory to the Development Services 
Manager and City Attorney, and record the CC&R’s (after the City’s administrative approval) with 
Maricopa County Recorder’s Office.  A final inspection will not be signed off until this condition is 
fulfilled.

Police Chief Tom Ryff responded that this issue has been important to the police officers over the past few 
years.  Law enforcement is rich in tradition and culture.  We are continuing to find ways to reach out to the 
community and be more accessible, with the police vehicles being more readily recognized.  A black-and-white 
vehicle will accomplish that.   Many agencies throughout the country have changed to this color scheme and 
there has been overwhelming support by the residents of those communities. 
 
Councilmember Arredondo added that Council and staff are very united in support of Police Chief Ryff’s 
performance.   
 
Police Chief Ryff showed pictures of the new color scheme. 
 
Motion by Councilmember Arredondo to approval Item #38.    Second by Vice Mayor Hutson.  Motion 
passed on a roll call vote, 7-0.   
 
Mayor Hallman added that Chief Ryff has been very concerned about this issue and the work that has been 
done on this and the views held by our officers are important to us.   He further asked Chief Ryff to thank his 
great staff for their hard work.
